In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  vour  selectmen  sent  to 
t\vo  hundred  banking  institutions,  circular  letters  asking  for  bids  for 
the  new  issue  of  bonds,  besides  making  personal  efforts  to  sell  them. 

The  People's  Trust  Co.  of  St.  Albans,  made  the  only  offer  of  98  cents 
on  a  dollar,  or  $39300.00  for  the  whole  issue  of  $40000.00  which  was 
accepted  and  forty  bonds  issued  of  $1000.00  each,  payable  with  4  per 
cent  semi-annual  interest  at  the  Bank  of  Redemption  in  Boston,  in  in- 
stallments of  $2000.00  July  ivSt,  of  each  consecutive  year.  Interest 
payable  July  ist,  and  Jan.  ist.  The  discount  of  $800.00  and  $200.00  of 
old  bonds  were  paid  from  the  Town  Treasurer  as  per  foregoing  report. 

The  old  bonds  and  coupons  are  all  redeemed.  The  interest  will  now 
be  $1600.00  per  year  reduced  by  $80.00  each  year  as  the  bonds  are  paid, 
instead  of  $2412.00  as  before. 

We  also,  as  directed,  divided  the  highways  into  fifteen  districts,  and 
appointed  agents  in  each,  who  have  had  the  general  oversight  of  their 
respective  roads.  On  the  23rd  of  May  1890,  we  made  a  tax  bill  for 
$526.63  it  being  three  fourths  of  the  highway  tax  assessed  on  the  Grand 
List  of  the  Corporation  at  Enosburgh  Falls,  and  the  same  was  delivered 
to  the  Trustees  of  said  Corporation. 

We  recommend  the  erection  of  a  -few  more  guide  boards.

There  are  inmates  in  the  Poor-house  from  Berkshire  9,  Enosburgh  4, 
Fairfield  5,  Franklin  9,  Highgate  7,  Swanton  10,  Sheldon  5,  St.  Albans 
15.  The  inmates  are  well  provided  for;  there  is'a  good  supply  ofpro- 
\  isions;  13  children  attending  School.
